Nothing  of  special  interest  lias  been 
received  from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  during 
lite  week,  except  the  reported  activity  of 
tlie  emigrant  leaders  on  the  frontier,  and  as 
this  news  conies  through  the  Gtstilho  party, 
it  requires  to  be  quarantined.  A  circular 
issued  by  the  Rio  Grande  chief  of  police  to 
his  subordinates  orders  the  disbanding  of 
armed  civilians,  as  the  authorities  consider 
themselves  strong  enough  to  repress  dis- 
order, "ami  the  federal  troops  will  guard 
the  frontier."  This  circular  can  only  mean 
that  the  government  has  decided  to  police 
the  state,  in  which  case  an  encounter  be- 
tween the  opposing  parties  is  hardly  pos- 
sible. A  telegram  published  in  0  Paiz 
dated  on  the  261I1,  slates  that  Gen.  Telles 
had  suggested  this  measure  to  the  governor 
of  the  stale,  who  had  accepted  it.  The 
Jornal  do  Commercio  lias  a  special  corres- 
pondent in  Rio  Grande,  but  up  to  the 
present  his  news  is  of  little  interest,  and 
naturally  of  ihe  same  character  as  that 
which  the  authorities  permit  to  pass.  On 
the  other  hand  the  news  reaching  us  through 
Montevideo  is  exclusively  derived  from  the 
Silveira  Martins  party,  and  therefore  as 
doubtful  as  that  received  direct.  The  tone 
of  the  Rio  press  creates  an  impression  upon 
our  minds  that  federal  action  is  almost 
certain,  and  that  the  official  declaration  to 
this  effect  will  not  be  long  delayed.

The  refusal  of  a  citizen  who  was  recently 
offered  military  rank  to  accept  this  has  met 
with  general  approval.  It  is  positively 
distressing  to  observe  the  anxiety  of  Braz- 
ilians to  perpetuate  distinctions  of  classes, 
that  were  possible  under  a  monarchical 
government,  but  are  absurd  and  subversive 
of  principles  under  a  republic,  The  liber- 
ality with  which  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry 
were  created  "noblemen"  in  the  latter  days 
of  the  Empire  was  justly  satirized  by  the 
republicans  ;  but  may  not  the  monarchists 
retaliate  by  stigmatizing  the  anxiety  with 
which  every  one  now  seeks  a  military 
sobriquet,  with  the  accompaniment  of  epau- 
lettes, gold  lace  and  a  sword  ?  This  diseas- 
ed humor  of  the  Brazilians  appears  to  be 
partially  at  least  the  result  of  the  overthrow 
of  the  "doctors"  as  the  governing  class,  by 
the  men  of  the  sword.  For  several  genera- 
tions a  diploma  opened  the  door  to  the 
young  gentleman  desirous  of  living  at  the 
tax  payer's  expense  in  political  life,  for  few 
of  these  new-fledged  "doctors"  were  with- 
out near  relatives  in  one — and  perhaps  in 
both — of  the  then  militant  parties,  and 
openings  were  found,  or  made,  for  these 
aspirants  for  legislative  honors.  The  re- 
volution drove  the  "doctors"  out  of  power 
and  substituted  the  military  element,  and 
the  new  leaders  are  quite  as  appreciative  of 
the  democratic  axiom  of  the  United  States, 
"to  the  victors  belong  the  spoil,"  as  if  they 
had  been  weaned  in  the  Jackson  nursery. 
The  civilian  "doctors"  delighted  more  to 
draw  a  line  between  their  persons  and 
that  of  the  plebs  by  such  distinctions  as 
were  furnished  by  the  various  orders  ;  the 
soldiers  seek  to  draw  an  equal  distinction 
by  creating  officers  of  various  grades.  The 
first  was  pardonable,  if  silly  :  the  second  is 
opposed  to  all  republican  ideas,  and  should 
be  abandoned  at  once.  It  is  true  that  a 
colonel  is  no  more  created  by  decree  out  of 
a  government  clerk  in  the  War  Department, 
than  a  nobleman  was  created  out  of  an 
illiterate  planter  under  the  empire,  but  the 
effect  is  about  the  same,  and  the  tendency 
to  create  classes,  with  different  privileges,  is 
mischievous,  and  must  produce  evil  resuits. 


As  time  rolls  on  we  fear  that  the  idea  of 
a  federation  as  the  form  of  government  for 
Brazil  becomes  more  and  more  untenable. 
We  have  a  perfect  right  to  record  that  we 
insisted  repeatedly  thai  the  Brazilian  people 
were  in  no  condition  to  assume  the  duties 
and   trials   of  a   pure    republican    form    of 
government,  and  we  have  an  equal  right  to 
claim  that  our  predictions  have  been  amply 
veiilied    by   tiie    occurrences   of  the  three 
years  that  the  country  has  passed  through 
under   the   nominal    form    of  a]    federative 
republic.     The  constant  petty  quarrels,  the 
facility  with  which  an  appeal  is  made  in 
arms,   instead  of  the  ballot  box,  the  almost 
criminal    abstention    o(  electors   from    the 
urns,  the  very  withdrawal  ol  "representatives 
of  the  people"  from  a  ballot  that  is  likely  to 
be  unfavorable  to  them,  and  many  other 
proofs,    may   be   adduced    to   demonstrate 
that  a  centralized  government,  based  some- 
what upon  that  of  the  I*'rench  republic,   is 
the  only  possible  solution  of  the  difficulties 
that  are  now  besetting  the  Brazilian  republic. 
It  may  be  too  sweeping  an  assertion   to 
insist  that  the  Latin  races  are  incapable  of 
understanding  a  federation,  but  it  is  a  well- 
established    fact   that  such   form  of  gover- 
nment lias  never  existed  except  in  name,  in 
South  America,  which  was  settled  by  the 
descendents    of    Latin*.     In    the    Spanish 
republics  class  distinctions  threw  the  whole 
governing  power  into  the  hands  of  the  more 
or  less  pure-blooded  sons  of  the  "hidalgos," 
that  necessity  or  choice  sent  into  exile  ;  in 
[Brazil    the   years   of  existence   under    the 
mildest  form  ot  monarchy  weakened  to  the 
point  of  destruction  any  interest  the  people 
of    the  country  might    have    had    in   its 
direction.       Injustice,     agrievances,     per- 
sona!   questions    had  one  source  for   cor- 
rective :      the    Emperor,    followed  by   his 
ministers    and  delegates.     How  ihen  could 
ihe     sell-appointed     leaders     of    the    re- 
volution of  1SS9  have  deceived  themselves 
as    to    the    utter    impracticableness    of   a 
federative  republic  in  Brazil  f    We  do  not 
believe  they  did  deceive  themselves  ;    the 
Constitution  of  Brazil  was  merely  another  of 
those  nervous  attempts   of  the  provisional 
government   iconoclasts.      The  Jornal  do 
Commercio  recently  called  attention  to  the 
bet  that   some  n   years  were  requisite   to 
establish  the  Constitution   of  the    United 
Slates,  the  federative  republic  far  excellence : 
tire   Jornal  might  have  gone  farther   and 
stated  that  only  after  the  Civil  War  was  the 
American  Constitution  finally  ratified.     But 
is  it  worth  while  to  endure  a  civil  war,  or 
even  tne  miserable  squabbles  among  petty 
leaders,'  to  maintain  a  Constitution    that 
does  not  appear  acceptable  to  the  so-called 
"people,"  and  is  in  opposition  to  the  fixed 
ideas  of  the  Brazilians  in  general  '     We  are 
certainly   not   of  this    opinion.      Let    the 
rulers  cry  fceccavH   once   more  ;   after   the 
confession  of  so  many  errors,   yet  another 
will  not  count  heavily,  and  decide  that  as  a 
federative  government  cannot  be  fitted  upon 
the  Brazilian   people,   a  government  upon 
the  French  mould  will  be  substituted.

With  Mr.  Friedrich  Haensel's  death  the  people 
of  German  descent  in  our  state  have  lost  their  most 
prominent  member. 

He  was  born  at  Francfurt  on  March  6th,  1S36 ; 
destined  by  his  parents  to  a  commercial  career,  and 
after  finishing  his  apprenticeship,  he  went  to  Liver- 
pool. Family  ci  renin  stances  brought  him  to 
Porto  Alegre,  and  here  he  settled  for  some  time  ; 
afterwards  he  went  to  Santa  Cruz  ( Rio  Grande  do 
Sul)  devoting  himself  to  commerce  in  colonial 
products,  and  not  succeeding  in  this  line  ol  busi- 
ness he  returned  to  I'orto  Alegre,  where  he  became 
manager  of  the  Companhia  Fluvial  (a  line  of  river 
steamers).  Here  he  had  opportunity  to  show  his 
business  capacity,  making  the  company  the  best 
paying  enterprise  of  I'orto  Alegre.  He  was  natur- 
alized a  Brazilian  and  joined  the  then  liberal  party, 
with  Silveira  Martins  as  leader.

Mr.  Haensel  was  for  some  years 
of  the  liberal  party  in  the  then  provincial  assembly, 
and  as  such  devoted  his  effitts  to  the  benefit  of  the 
German  colonies.  On  account  of 
the  realisation  of  the  German-Brazi 
at  Porto  Alegre,  he  was  nominated  by  the  late 
emperor  D.  I'edro  II,  a  chevalier  of  the  Order  of 
the  Rose, 

He  left  by  his  death  2  sons  and  3  daughters. 

Mr.  Haensel  has  left  no  fortune;  only  in  the 
current  year  the  recompense  for  his  work  was 
such,  that  he  could  think  of  securing  the  future 
of  his  family;  he  was  a  tall,  broad-shouldered, 
thoroughly  healthy  man,  who  would  have  lived 
still  for  many  years. 

Before  relating  the  story  of  the  terrible  end  of 
this  unfortunate  man  we  must  preface  our  remarks 
by  stating  that  although  personally  on  the  best 
terms  with  hiin  and  his  family,  our  political  opinions 
were  entirely  opposed  to  his;  Mr.l  Haensel  was 
an  enthusiast  in  politics  and  religion,  and  he  had 
declared  more  than  once  that  he  was  ready  to  die 
for  his  opinions.  Prophetic  words!  Formerly, 
as  already  said,  he  was  a  fanatic  basparist,  and

'  At  the  conclusion  of  llie  mutch,  we  went  direct 
lo  the  steamer,  which  sailed  about  6:30  p.  in.,  ant! 
landed  us  in  Buenos  Aires  soon  after  daylight  on 
Wednesday  morning.  We  were  here  met  by  Mr, 
Zimmerman,  president  of  the  Buenos  Aires  Cricket 
Club,  Mr.  Alfred  Cox,  ol  the  reception  committee, 
and  by  Mr.  Mills,  ex-captain  of  the  Buenos  Aires 
team,  who  visited  Rio  a  couple  ol  years  ago.  Our 
Quarters  here  were  at  the  Hotel  ile  Provence,  and 
we  were  also  entered  on  llie  visitors'  book  at  the 
Club  of  Foreign  Residents.  Your  reporter  has 
also  to  acknowledge  a  similar  courtesy  at  the 
English  Literary  Society.  These  litile  favors  are 
worthy  of  more  than  the  mere  mention  our  space 
admits,  for  they  are  the  measure  of  a  hospitality 
so  considerate  and  spontaneous  that  even  an 
overwhelming  defeat  could  not  dull  our  appreciation 
of  it.  We  might  almost  say  that  it  is  a  pleasure 
lo  he  defeated  by  such  generous  hosts, 

Our  visit  in  Buenos  Aires  has  been  very  much  of 
a  reunion  with  old  friends,  for  the  city  is  full  ol 
those  who  once  thought  that  they  could  satisfy 
every  aspiration  of  life  with  the  beautiful  scenery 
for  which  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  so  widely  celebrated.

The  following  is  the  report   of  the   "provisional 
syndics  "  of  the  Providencla  Popular  company, 

"On  June  Soill  of  last  year  the  IVnvidencia 
Popular  company  was  installed  in  this  capital, 
there  being  present  57  shareholders  representing 
8,731  shares,  according  to  the  register  of  those 
present,  with  20%  paid,  or  40$  per  share,  or 
540,240$  (Art.  4  of  the  statute-). 

But,  Ait.  3  ol  the  said  statutes  says  ihat  the 
capital  of  (he  company  was  10,000.000$,  divided  in 
to  w,ooo  shares  of  200$.  And  further  Art.  30  of  the 
cited  statutes  says  that  the  ordinary  general  assem- 
bly requires  for  organization  (funcebnar)  "the 
presence  of  shareholders  representing  at  least  one 
fourth  of  Ihe  capital,  and  the  extraordinary  require 
two-thirds.  Now  whether  the  general  assembly 
for  installation  be  considered  as  ordinary,  or 
whether  we  consider  it  as  extraordinary,  under 
neither  hypothesis  was  there  a  legal  quorum  for 
organization,  because  the  349.240$  of  the  8,731 
shares  of  200$  each,  with  2o°/0,  were  never  a 
fourth,  nor  a  third,  part  of  2,000,000$,  which 
represent  2oc/0  of  the  capital  of  10,000,000$, 
Nevertheless  it  was  organized,  and  the  Providencla, 
Popular  company  was  considered  as  installed. 
Let  us  proceed. 

Art.  3  of  the  statutes  declares  the  social  capital 
is  10,000,000$.  The  Banco  do  Brazil  e  Londres  in. 
documents  Nos.  I  and  2,  which  we  now  attach, 
tells  us  that  there  was  received  from  various  share- 
holders of  the  company  the  sum  of  20,840$, 
produced  by  the  first  call  ol  20%  and  representing 
521  shares.'  As  a  species  of  parenthesis,  which 
will  throw  much  light  on  the  subject,  we  submit  n 
cheque-book  of  the  Banco  do  Brazil  e  Londres,  of 
the  very  bank  that  declares  it  received  in  money 
the  sum  of  20,840$  only.  By  this  cheque-book, 
which  we  found,  upon  collecting  the  papers,  among 
these  carefully  hidden  away  {guardado),  and  which 
attach  to  the  present  report,  under  No.  3,  it  is 
seen  that  the  bank,  although  it  had  received  the 
m  of  20,840$  only,  paid  the  following  cheques  :

On  Saturday  evening  the  home  team  gave  their 
visitors  an  enjoyable  little  dinner  at  the  Cafe  de 
Paris,  at  which  about  50  guests  sat  down.  The 
British  and  American  charges  were  present  and  the 
event  was  closed  with  speeches  and  songs  in  the 
good  old  style  which  cricketers  love  so  well.  _  On 
Monday  a  picnic  at  the  Tigre  was  given  at  which  a 
large  number  of  ladies  were  present,  and  here,  be 
it  recorded,  the  Rio  team  was  bowled  over  even 
more  rapidly  than  on  the  Saturday  before. 

On  Tuesday,  our  last  day  in  Buenos  Aires,  a 
match  was  played  with  the  Hurlingham  Club  on 
their  own  grounds,  about  an  hour's  ride  out  of  the 
city  on  the  Pacific  railway.  As  this  Club  numbers 
some  of  the  best  players  in  Argentina  on  its  roll, 
Kio  stood  very  little  chance  of  a  victory,  but  as  the 
result  shows  we  came  much  nearer  a  victory  there 
than  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  matches.  The 
score  stood  100  for  Rio  against  142  for  Hurlingham, 
and  the  match  was  lost  by  a  little  careless  playing 
on  the  part  of  our  own  team. 

Rosario,  we  regret  to  say,  was  unable  to  arrange 
a  match  with  us,  and  we  thus  lost  our  only  remain- 
ing chance  for  a  victory. 

All  things  considered  — outside  of  cricket,  of 
course— our  visit  lo  ihe  River  has  been  most 
enjoyable  and  satisfactory.  The  weather  has  been 
perfect,  our  entertainment  has  been  most  generous, 
and  the  trip  has  been  beneficial  to  the  whole  party, 
Our  team  has  not  won  any  laurels,  we  regret  to 
say,  nor  has  it  even  done  as  well  as  it  could  do.    Of

There  may  be  noted  a  divergency,  worthy 
attention,  which  is  :  the  bank  declares  it  receive  1 
20,840$,  but  the  books  of  the  company  (Day  boo}, 
September  15th,  1891)  mention  an  entry  of  15,960?. 
So  that  we  hesitate  between  the  20,840$,  elector- 
ation  of  the  bank,  the  1,024,480$  of  the  cheque-, 
book  and  the  15,960$  of  the  company's  day  .book,.., 
This  parenthesis  closed  let  us  proceed.  u 

By  the  company's  hooks  it  appears  there  were  nt 
the  head-office  715  shares  subscribed  ;  adding  this 
sum,  or  28,0oo$,  to  that  declared  by  the  bank,; 
20,840$,  we  have  49,440$ ;  adding  it  to  the, 
1,024,480$  of  the  cheque-hooka  total  of  1,053,080$ 
is  reached  ;  adding  it  to  the  15,960$  the  amount  is. 
44,560$,  To  obtain  the  2,000,000$  of  Art.  3  at 
the  statutes  there  is  lacking ;  in  the  first  hypoth-, 
csis  1,950,560$;  in  the  second  hypothesis  946,920$ 
and  iu  the  third  hypothesis  1,955,440$. 

To  the  incorporator,  Engineer  Francisco  de 
Siqueira  Queiroz,  there  were  given  in  payment  of 
incorporation  2,500  shares  of  200$  fully  paid,  or^ 
500,000$,  which  is  5°/0  on  the  10,000,000$  ol 
social  capital,  or  25°/^  of  the  first  call.  We  do  not 
dwell  upon  the  illegality  ol  such  a  payment,  which 
was  clearly  not  made,  in  conformity  with  the  law, 
out  of  net  profits.  For  the  concession  of  the 
Angra  dos  Reis  railway  were  given  another  3,000 
shares,  fully  paid,  or  600,000$,  which  concession! 
has  been  declared  lapsed.  And  still  further 
67,626$42o  for  the  establishment  in  the  Run  do* 
Rosario,  No.  69.  And  yet  again  I29,3nn$390  for* 
that  at  No.  63  Una  do  Visconde  de  Inhaiima,  and 
yet  again  30,020$  for  that  at  No.  81  Rua  do 
Senador  Eusebio. 

A  curious  coincidence  in  the  account  "Bills 
Receivable  "  is  noticeable,  viz.  :  Dr.  JosiJ- 
Aldrete  de  Queiroz  Carreira  owes  2,240$,  and 
Alexandre  Jacques  and  Carlos  Pinto  de  Sa  448$ 
each— and  the  names  of  these  debtors  appear  in  the 
list  ol  shareholders  who  realized  the  payment  of 
the  first  call;  Dr.  Carreira  with  5°  shares,  or 
2,000$.  and  Alexandre  and  Carlos  with  10  shares,. 
or  400$  each,  This  seems  to  prove  that  the  com- 
pany considered  it  could  receive  bills  in  payment 
for  its  shares. 

Yet  another  fact  worthy  of  attention  is  that  the 
company  was  installed  on  June  aSth,  1891  ;  the 
Day  book  is  written  up  from  September  15th  for- 
ward and  the  Blotter  from  November  3rd. 

There  is,  however,  one  culminating  fact  which 
characteristically  stereotypes  what  was  the  Frovi- 
dencia  Popular  company.  At  the  time  of  the 
judicial  replevin  of  the  cash  a  balance  was  declared 
of  640  rs ! 

From  what  we  have  just  submitted,  and  by  the 
balance-sheet  and  accounts,  we  arrive  at  the  con- 
clusion that  the  forced  liquidation  of  the  company 
was  due  to  two  causes:  1st,  the  phanlastical  in- 
stallation, and  2nd,  the  want  of .  .  .  seriousness  on 
the  part  of  its  directors."   .   .  . 

According  to  the  prospectus  of  this  company  its 
directors  were  :  Bamo  do  Ladario,  Antonio  Paulo 
de  Mello  Burreto  Jr.  Dr.  Ignacio  Francisco  Gon- 
lart,  Florencio  Jose  Freitas  dos  Reis,  Francisco 
Sequeira  Queiroz,  Manoel  Gomes  Cardia  and  Lt, 
Col.  J.  E.  da  Silva  Oliveira.  The  fiscal  council 
was  composed  of  Councillor  Manoel  Antonio  Du- 
artc  de  Azevedo,  Joao  Valverde  de  Miranda,  Lou- 
renoo  Cavalcante  de  Albuquerque,  Councillor  An- 
tonio Auguslo  da  Silva  Jr.,  Lt.  Col,  Joao  Antonio 
de  Avila  and  Jose"  Antonio  Goncalves.

—The  state  government  of  Cenra  has  issued  land 
and  mining  regulations,  annulling  all  grants  whose 
concessionaries  have  not  complied  with  the  con- 
ditions on  which  they  were  made, 

—On  the  iSth  the  governor  of  Minas  Geraes 
dismissed  two  clerks  in  the  state  Treasury  who 
were  conspicuous  in  the  disturbances  at  Ouro 
Preto,  Governor  Penna  has  shown  excellent  sense 
in  this  action.

— According  to  a  Campinas,  S.  Paulo,  journal, 
on  the  21st  the  Mogyana  railway  company  sold  in 
auction  a  case  containing  eight  letter  boxes  and 
fixtures  that  were  clearly  marked  as  destined  to  the 
Goyaz  postoffice.     Curious  affair  altogether. 

— The  Fttminense  of  Nitherohy,  says  that  there 
are  igo  men  wanting  to  complete  the  legal  strength 
of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  police  force.  Recruits  are 
not  to  be  had,  for  the  authorities  of  S.  Paulo  offer 
twice  the  pay  that  is  offered  by  the  Rio  de  Janeiro 
police  authorities, 

—Municipal  elections  were  held  in  Santa  Cat- 
harina on  the  20th  inst.  There  was  little  oppo- 
sition to  the  official  candidates  who  were  elected, 
it  is  stated,  in  all  the  municipal  districts  except 
Blumenau.  In  S.  Jose  the  opposition  voted  for 
the  monarchical  candidate. 

— Dr.  Joao  Frederico  de  Almeida  Fagundes 
merits  the  most  sincere  compliments  upon  his 
popularity  with  the  electors  of  the  state  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro.  At  the  elections  for  a  state  deputy  on  the 
6th  inst.  Dr.  Fagundes  received  10,239  votes, 
against  too  cast  for  his  closest  antagonist. 

— Wertheimer  &  Co.,  having  asked  the  presi- 
dent of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  permission 
to  introduce  into  that  state  200,000  Chinese,  he 
has  informed  them  that  no  such  permission  is 
necessary,  since,  in  virtue  of  the  law  of  Oct.  5th, 
Chinese  are  at  liberty  to  enter  any  part  of  Bra- 
zilian territory. 

— "  Doctor  Antoinette  Dias  notifies  her  clients 
that  for  30  days  from  this  date  her  professional 
duties  are  suspended."  This  advertisement  ap- 
peared in  the  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  journals.  The 
explanation  is  that  Dr.  Antoinette  was  going  to 
take  to  herself  a  husband,  and  would  not  be 
bothered,  for  a  month,  by  other  people's  ailments. 
— Quite  a  sensation  was  caused  in  Bahiaon  the 
night  of  the  21st  by  the  report  that  thieves  were  sack- 
ing the  sub-treasury.  The  report  originated  with 
a  sentinel  who,  thinking  he  heard  a  noise  in  the 
building,  gave  the  alarm.  The  inspector  and 
other  authorities  made  a  careful  search,  but  dis- 
covered no  traces  of  anyone  having  entered  the 
building. 

—The  deposition  of  the  governor  of  Amazonas 
was  "  on  the  carpet.  "  Late  advices  from  Mandos 
state  that  Major  Alcncar  Araripe,  commandant  of 
the  36th  battalion,  had  personally  returned  to  the 
governor  of  the  states,  despatches  to  his  brother  - 
government  official,  which  were  "  rather  uncoi 
teous."  Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  minister  of 
war  to  let  Major  Araripe  know  that  he  and  his 
brother  are  two  separate  individualities  ? 

— At  Bahia  on  the  22nd  there  were  disturbances 
at  the  celebration  of  the  festival  of  St.  Cecilia, 
originating  in  an  attempt  of  the  police  to  .  arrest 
some  disorderly  soldiers.  The  crowd  seems  to 
taken  part  against  the  police,  which  received 
reinforcements,  including  mounted  men,  attacked 
the  people,  discharging  firearms,  breaking  huck. 
sters'  booths  and  trays,  and  striking  with  their 
swords  men,  women  and  children.  Many  persons 
were  injured  and  several  ladies  fainted.  It  is 
stated  that  one  of  the  policemen  deliberately  shot 
down  a  litile  boy  who  had  hissed  him.  Five 
policemen  were  wounded. 

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL, 

A  Montevideo  newspaper  of  the  15th  inst.  pub- 
lished an  article  in  which  Dr.  Francisco  Tavares, 
giving  an  account  of  the  interview  between  his 
brother,  Gen.  Tavares,  and  Gen,  Telles,  makes 
severe  charges  against  Gen.  Floriano  Peixoto's 
government  and  the  state  government  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul. 

A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  16th  to  the  Pah 
says  that  Gen.  Tavares'  irruption  into  the  state  had 
been  delayed  by  a  want  of  arms  and  money.  The 
Uruguayan  authorities  at  Mello  had  seized  5,000 
cartridges  that  had  been  stolen  and  sold  to  the 
federalists,  and  declared  that  they  would  arrest  and 
semi  to  prison  any  armed  person  who  attempted  to 
cross  the  line.  Zeca  Tavares,  who  bad  been  at- 
tempting to  raise  money,  had  arrived  at  Mello,  not 
having  been  very  successful,  it  was  said.  Silveira 
Martins,  Col.  Salgado  and  other  refugees  were 
expected  at  Mello.  Gen.  Tavares,  Col.  Guerreiro 
and  other  leaders  were  said  to  be  in  hiding. 

A  telegram  of  the  same  date  to  the  Jornal  do 
Commcrcio  stated  that  the  Uruguayan  minister  of 
foreign  affairs,  in  view  of  the  complaints  of  the 
Brazilian  minister,  had  decided  to  go  to  the  fron- 
tier in  person  for  the  purpose  of  informing  himself 
in  regard  to  the  true  state  of  affairs  there. 

Visconde  de  Pelotas,  who  reached  here  on  the 
14th,  says  that  there  is  a  reign  of  terror  in  the 
state.  At  the  urgent  request  of  friends,  who  were 
afraid  that  he  would  be  murdered,'  he  had  left  Rio 


Grande  and  come  to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  In  order  to 
ire  his  safety,  when  he  took  passage,  it  was 
necessary  for  Gen,  Pego,  commander  of  the  mili- 
tary district,  and  other  officers  to  accompany  him, 
armed,  lo  the  steamer. 

According  to  information  obtained  by  the  Jornal 
Tavares  would  enter  the  state  with  from  5,000  to 
"  000  men  well  armed,  some  of  them  with  improved 
weapons.  The  Castilhista  congressmen  in  this 
city,  however,  deny  that  his  force  is  so  large  and 
assert  that  he  has  only  about  500  men  badly  armed 
and  badly  mounted. 

\  Porto  Alegre  letter  gives  more  particulars  of 
the  arrest  of  Facundo  Tavares  and  of  the  killing 
of  his  two  sons.  The  force  sent  to  arrest  him  was 
composed  of  25  men,  who  fired  on  him  as  soon  as 
he  made  his  appearance  at  the  window  of  his 
house. 

Facundo  is  70  years  old,  one  of  his  sons  was  21 
and  the  other  29. 

Many  persons,  among  whom  was  a  considerable 
number  of  cadets  of  the  military  school,  attended 
the  funeral  of  the  two  young  men . 

The  Porto  Alegre  letter  says  that  Haensel  was 
shot  in  the  back  after  being  arrested,  by  the  com- 
mander of  the  guard.  Five  hundred  persons  on 
foot  followed  his  corpse  to  the  cemetery  which  is 
nearly  two  miles  from  the  city. 

According  to  the  said  letter,  Major  Telles,  who 
arrested  Facundo  Tavares,  is  a  nephew  of  Gen. 
Telles  and  also  of  Jose*  Vicente  da  Silva  Telles, 
who  has  a  law-suit  with  the  Companhia  Hydraulica, 
of  which  Facundo  is  manager. 

On  the  19th  inst.  Visconde  de  Pelotas  wrote  to 
"Cat,  Jornal  do  Commcrcio  stating  that  he  had  no 
desire  to  discuss  with  the  so-calTed  representatives 
of  Rio  Grande,  who  deny  what  is  well  known  in 
that  state.  Correcting  some  statements  in  regard 
to  the  part  which  he  had  taken  in  public  affairs,  he 
said  that  he  had  not  been  previously  informed  of 
the  revolution  of  November  15th,  of  which  he  re- 
ceived the  first  news  in  a  telegram  from  Gen. 
Deodoro  asking  him  to  take  charge  of  the  admin- 
istration of  Rio  Grande.  He  complied  with  the 
request  only  with  a  view  to  prevent  disturbances 
and  perhaps  civil  war,  and  lie  now  thoroughly 
regrets  ever  having  done  so. 

He  added  that  his  republican  sentiments  were 
well  known  in  the  time  of  the  Empire,  but  that  he 
had  never  desired  to  dethrone  the  illustrious  Bra- 
zilian who  reigned  in  Brazil,  nor  had  ever  desired 
the  republic  to  be  established  in  any  way  save 
through  the  untrammelld  vote  of  the  people, 

On  the  19th  the  Uruguayan  ministers  of  foreign 
affairs  and  war  arrived  at  Rivera  for  the  purpose 
of  causing  Uruguayan  territory  to  be  respected. 
They  were  accompanied  by  a  regiment  of  cavalry. 
They  ordered  the  authorities  of  Salto,  Cerro  Largo 
and  Artigas  to  exercise  the  strictest  vigilance,  and 
they  inspected  in  person  20  leagues  of  territory  on 
the  border. 

A  telegram  from  Rivera  of  that  date  says  that 
there  reigns  the  utmost  agitation  in  Rio  Grande, 
It  is  stated  that  there  are  800  government  troops 
at  Santa  Anna  do  Livramento  and  the  same  number 
at  Bage.  An  election  was  held  on  the  20th  for 
president  of  the  state  and  members  of  the  state 
legislature.  Dr.  Julio  de  Castilhos  has  of  course 
been  elected,  president  without  opposition,  and 
Castilhistas  have  been  elected,  also  without  oppo- 
sition, to  the  legislative  assembly. 

A  Rio  Grande  paper  says  that  the  Castilhistas 
have  in  the  state  12,000  men  attheir  orders.  This, 
we  presume,  includes  the  troops  of  the  federal 
government. 

It  is  stated  that  in  possession  of  Lieut.  Andrade 
Neves,  who  was  arrested  in  S.  Paulo  as  a  feder-* 
alist  emissary  on  requisition  of  the  president  of 
Rio  Grande,  there  were  found  letters  from  Coun- 
cillor Silveira  Martins. 

Barao  de  Santos  Abreu,  a  refugee  recently  arrived 
from  Rio  Grande  gives  a  gloomy  account  of  what 
is  occurring  in  that  state,  in  which  the  Castilhistas, 
he  says,  have  established  a  perfect  reign  of  terror. 
Not  only  are  people  in  constant  dread  of 
arrest,  but  they  are  kept  uneasy  for  the  safety  of 
their  friends  in  distant  parts  of  the  state,  from  whom 
it  is  difficult  to  obtain  news  on  account  of  the  cen- 
sorship to  which  communications,  both  by  post  and 
by  telegraph,  are  subjected  by  the  Castilhistas. 

Barao  de  Santos  Abreu  is  an  old  man  and  lias 
taken  no  part  in  political  affairs.  But  he  has 
nevertheles  incurred  the  suspicion  of  the  Castilhis- 
tas through  the  friendship  ol  his  brother,  ex-con- 
gressman Abreu,  for  the  Maciel  family.  One  night 
his  house  was  visited  by  a  band  of  30  armed  men, 
and  for  some  time  afterwards  he  was  confined  there. 
He  was  subsequently  relieved  of  this  restraint  but 
received  orders  not  to  leave  the  town  in  which  he 
resided.  Availing  himself,  however,  of  a  favorable 
opportunity,  and  taking  with  him,  in  order  to  avoid 
attracting  attention,  only  the  clothes  he  wore,  lie 
took  the  train  for  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and  there  took 
passage  for  Rio. 

A  special  correspondent  of  the  Jornal  do  Com- 
mcrcio at  Pelotas  telegraphed  to  that  paper  on  the 
24th  that  the  chief  of  police  of  the  slate  had  issued 
a  circular  stating  that  for  economical  reasons  the 
Castilhistas  forces  would  be  disbanded.  The  mili- 
tary garrison  (the  federal  troops,  we  suppose) 
would  guard  the  frontier,  and  the  state  police 
brigade  would  occupy  a  central  position  for 
observation. 

A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  same  date  states 
that  the  Uruguayan  ministers  of  war  and  foreign 
affairs,  who  have  returned  to  Montevideo,  say  that 
they  saw  no  bands  ol  armed  men  encamped  on  the 
border,  but  only  a  large  number  of  refugees  who 
are  alt  obedient  to  the  local  authorities.  They 
add,  says  the  telegram,  that  they  were  visited  by 
the  Brazilian  authorities  at  Santa  Anna  do  Livra- 
mento who  declared  that  they  had  no  complaint  to 
make  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of  the  authorities  at 
Rivera. 


What  a  difference  an  International  Sanitary 
Commission  would  make  in  a  port  like  Santos. 
Absolutely  good  sanitary  conditions  in  all  the  ports 
of  the  world  would  not  be  the  immediate  result  of 
the  work  of  such  a  Commission.  But  cholera  and 
yellow  fever  would  certainly  be  kept  within  bounds 
and  not  be  permitted  a  general  run  round  as  now 
happens.— New  York  Maritime  Register.

Coffee  Notes 


— On  llie  22nd  tlie  following  estimate  of  crops 
was  published  :  "The  delegation  of  coffee  factors 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro  aotioinieiito  organize  estimates 
ot  the  coffee  to  he  exported  from  this  market,  now 
presents  its  report  upon  the  1893-94  croP-  From 
the  information  that  has  readied  our  knowledge  it 
Appears  that  the  first  blossom  was  alone  abundant 
in  nearly  all  the  districts  in  relations  with  our 
market,  and  this  fact  foreshadowed  a  fair  crop. 
The  season,  however,  was  unfavorable  after  this 
time,  because  of  continual  rains,  which  impeded 
the  fructifying  to  a  corresponding  extent,  and  also 
that  llie  trees  could  produce  subsequent  growths  of 
blossoms,  With  the  dain  in  our  possession  it  may 
be  asserted  that  the  perspective  crop  must  be 
estimated  nt  2,700,000  bags,  a  figure  that  is  sub- 
ject to  reduction,  according  to  the  season  up  to 
February  next.  The  delegation  must  not  leave 
without  mention  once  more,  that  the  present  crop 
was  reduced.  A  part  was  lost  by  want  of  labor, 
which  want  continues  to  increase  in  a  very  sensible 
degree,  producing  a  large  advance  in  the  wages 
paid  by  agriculture.  The  reduction  in  the  present 
crop  moy  be  estimated  at  about  300,000  bags. 
The  existent  complete  disorganization  in  the 
service  of  transportation  has  still  further  increased 
the  enormous  difficulties  with  which  agriculture  is 
struggling  ;  it  is  urgent  that  the  public  powers,  in 
deference  to  the  numerous  complaints  of  commerce, 
lake  convenient  measures  for  the  solution  of  so 
important  a  question." 


Railroad    Notes 


—The  Central  railway  has  contracted  for  300 
freight  cars  with  the  Companliia  Edificadora. 

—Since  ihe  4th  inst.  the  Central  railway  has  not 
received  freight  for  points  en  the  Oeste  de  Minus 
road.  Some  days  ago  the  road  consented  to  receive 
several  packages  to  be  shipped  on  the    17th  prox. 

—On  the  Baturiti  railway  on  the  23rd  inst.  a 
locomotive  was  derailed  and  overturned  at  Ihe 
station  of  Ganhihuba.  The  engine-driver  and  two 
workmen 'were  severely  burned,  and  have  since 
died. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  sent  to  the  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies  the  request  of  Ihe  Compagnie 
General  deChemins  de  Fer  Bresiliens  for  an  exten- 
sion of  time  for  completing  the  Seninhato  Morretes 
branch,  as  it  can  not  be  decided  by  the  adminis- 
tration, 

—On  the  22nd  the  director  of  the  Central  do 
Brazil  railway  publishes  a  hopeful  view  of  the  traffic 
service  011  the  road,  and  also  tables  to  show  that  in 
September  a  tolal  of  28,869  ,01,s  weie  moved, 
which  in  October  had  increased  to  32,613;  or  962 
tons  per  day  in  September  and  1,050  ions  per  day 
in  October.  The  result  is  not  quite  enough  to 
make  one  shout. 

— The  capital  ol  the  Rio  das  Flores  railway 
company,  which  was  about  700,000$,  was  raised  to 
5,000,000$  at  the  general  meeting  of  the  share- 
holders held  on  the  3rd.  Of  the  increase  1,351 
shares  fully  paid  are  distributed  among  the  share- 
holders, making  5,000  iully  paid  shares;  on  the 
other  20,000  shares  40$  is  credited,  so  that  no 
immediate  cash  appears  to  be  obtained. 

—On  the  22nd  the  Jortial  do  Comtitereio  notices 
the  unprecedented  lact  that  10  carloads  of  coal 
shipped  per  the  Central  railway  for  a  S.  Paulo 
company  in  February  last  have  never  reached  the 
consignee!  Of  course  the  Central  railway  has 
used  the  coal,  but  the  matter  is  such  a  flagrant 
abuse  that  it  should  lead  to  the  instant  dismissal  of 
every  employe  of  the  road,  who  can  be  implicated 
in  so  outrageous  a  proceeding. 


Local  Notes 


—We  hope  that  article  extracted  from  the 
Nouveau  Monde  and  printed  in  the  Jornaldo  Com- 
mercio of  the  25th,  was  not  written  by  Sr,  Jose 
Avelino  himself. 

— Three  columns  of  the  Diario  Official  on  the 
25th  were  necessary  to  publish  complimentary 
telegrams  received  by  President  Peixoto  and  his 
cabinet  on  the  23rd. 

—The  man  who  organized  the  D.  Josina  Peixoto 
Asylum  (or  "indignant  "  children  beats  his  breast 
a  little  too  much  and  calls  himself  a  philanthropist 
with  too  much  self-assertion. 

—The  funny  man  of  the  Jornal  do  Btazil  ex. 
presses  his  admiration  for  monarchical  governments 
in  general,  and  for  autocrals  in  particular.  Under 
a  republic  the  position  of  Court  Jester  is  unknown. 
See? 

— Midshipman  Antonio  Leite  Uarcellos  com- 
mitted suicide  on  the  night  oi  the  21st  inst.  He  is 
said  to  have  been  a  favorite  with  his  teachers  and 
classmates  at  the  naval  school.  The  cause  of  his 
suicide  is  unknown. 

—On  the  23rd  the  new  contract  with  the  United 
Slates  and  Brazil  Mail  Steamship  company  was 
published  in  the  Diario  Official.  The  contract 
extends  to  November  15th,  1897  and  the  annual 
subsidy  is  190,000$. 

—The  Colonization  and  Industry  company,  of 
Santa  Catharina,  is  unlucky.  The  government  has 
declared  lapsed  concessions  to  introduce  13,000 
families  ol  immigrants,  which  the  company  had 
acquired.  We  wonder  what  the  concessions  cost 
the  company  ? 

—We  are  improving.  On  the  23rd  at  II  o'clock 
in  the  evening  a  man  was  surrounded  by  a  band 
of  thieves,  who  tied  him,  gagged  him  and  relieved 
him  of  600$.  On  the  same  day  the  police  were 
promenading  Rio,  during  the  day,  and  were  natur- 
ally lired  at  night. 

—The  police  raided  a  coffee  roasting  establish. 
ment  here  on  the  23rd,  and  found  no  coffee  on  tlie 
premises;  a  considerable  quantity  of  damaged 
maize  and  carnahuba  beans  were  found,  and  from 
the  books  of  the  establishment  a  fair  business 
appears  to  have  been  done  in  "  coffee." 

—If  the  second  session  of  the  new  ediles,  held 
on  the  22nd,  is  a  sample  of  what  is  to  be  done  at 
the  City  Hall,  Rio  has  a  nice  prospect  before  it. 
There  was  almost  a  free  fight,  and  so  great  was  the 
disorder  that  the  session  was  interrupted,  and  the 
police  appeared  on  the  scene.  Edifying  conduct 
certainly. 


There  were  several  cases  of  sun-stroke  among 
the  poiicemen  who  were  marched  through  the 
streets  in  celebration  of  ihe  23rd  inst. 

—Deputy  Jose  Avelino  arrived  from  Europe  on 
llie  23rd.  Wo  can  imagine  how  much  pleasure  it 
gave  Him  to  arrive  in  lime  to  celebrate  the  day. 

■Cases  ol  beri-beri  have  appeared  at  the  Stale 
Insane  Asylum  here,  and  the  minster  0!  the  interior 
has  appointed  Dr.  Francisco  de  Castro  to  investi- 
gate the  cause, 

—The  prisoners  in  the  penitentiary  here  have 
presented  President  Peixoto  with  a  marble-topped 
table,  the  work  of  their  hands.  This  is  the  latest 
form  of  adhesion. 

—To  judge  from  some  of  the  local  journals  all 
the  trouble  in  the  municipal  chamber  here  is 
caused  by  a  monarchical  group  of  ediles.  Will 
the  Brazilians  never  yet  over  the  monarchical 
nightmare? 

—The  so-called  market  in  the  Praca  da  Har- 
monia,  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Rua  da  Saude,  has 
also  been  declared  by  municipal  hygiene  experts  lo 
be  a  focus  of  pestilence.  How  many  foci  of  pesti- 
lence exist  in  Rio  ? 

— President  Bernardino  de  Campos,  in  a  congra- 
tulatory telegram  of  the  23rd  inst.,  called  the  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies  heroic.  We  are  shocked  to  see 
Presidents  Bernardino  indulge  in  sarcasm  on  so 
unsuitable  an  occasion, 

—Deputy  Arthur  Rios  has  very  sensibly  declined 
the  rank  of  honorary  colonel,  with  which  he  says, 
lie  was  surprised.  Perhaps  some  day,  when  they 
recover  fioni  their  astonishment,  Gens.  Ruy,  Quin- 
tino  &  Co.,  will  resign. 

— By  order  of  Ihe  government  Dr.  Paula  Ramos, 
who  had  been  deported  from  Santa  Catharina  by 
the  Kiate  government,  will  return  to  that  slate, 
in  which  he  is  delegate  of  lands  and  colonization 
■—a  government  employment. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  informed  Ihe  gov- 
ernor of  the  slate  of  Piauby  that  he  really  cannot 
allow  him  lo  tax  cattle  on  government  ranches, 
and  the  governor  will  be  good  enough  to  stop 
proceedings  against  the  lessee  ol  these  ranches  for 
the  said  taxes. 

—Tlie  police  have  captured  some  600  counterfeit 
I$ooo  silver  coins.  The  persons  who  had  these  in 
their  possession  declare  that  they  were  found  in  a 
house  on  the  Rua  Barceltos,  which  is  being  re- 
built. The  coins  are  described  as  being  very 
clumsy  imitations. 

—On  the  22nd  the  committee  of  jobbers  and 
merchants  addressed  a  new  protest  to  President 
Peixoto  relative  to  the  traffic  service  on  the  Central 
railway,  and  also  sent  complimentary  addresses  to 
Senator  Oltoni  and  Deputy  Veiga  upon  their 
speeches  in  reference  to  this  difficulty. 

—Tlie  police  reports  in  Rio  are  classical  at 
times.  On  the  24th  Orpheus  (Aquino)  was  hunt- 
ing for  Eurydice  in  the  Rua  da  Carioca,  of  all 
places  in  Rio  to  hunt  for  a  spouse,  and  1101  finding 
her,  the  unhappy  poet  broke  llie  head  ot  somebody 
else's  Eurydice,  named  Sophia,  and  the  police 
ran  him  in. 

—The  Saneamento  company  was  lucky  in  the 
Diario  Official.  A  very  encomiastic  report  on  ihe 
company,  signed  by  an  engineer,  was  published  on 
the  22nd.  but  on  the  251I1  llie  Diario  says  the 
report  was  a  private  publication  by  the  company 
and  was  published  by  error  in  that  part  ,of  the 
Diario  where  it  appeared. 

—It  must  be  extremely  difficult  for  Srs.  Serze- 
dello  and  Custodio  de  Mello,  lo  remember  which 
ministers  they  are  when  out  of  the  respective  de- 
partments. At  home,  for  example;  do  ihe  children 
say  "  papa  is  minister  of  finance,"  or  "minister 
of  agriculture?  "  "Minister  of  marine"  or  "min- 
ister of  foreign  affairs?  " 

—A  most  impudent  advertising  trick  has  been 
executed  by  a  dealer  in  boots  and  shoes  in  S.  Paulo, 
First  this  gentleman  adopts  the  name  of  "  Clark," 
which  has  been  for  years  a  guarantee  for  Ihe 
quality  of  tlie  boots  sold  by  this  well-known  firm, 
and  then  he  circulates  close  imitations  of  the  500 
rs.  noles  issued  by  the  government  to  advertise 
his  imitation  wares.  No  one  used  lo  handling 
money  would  be  deceived  by  these  conn  lev  feits, 
but  llie  poorer  classes  can  be,  and  no  doubt  have 
been.     The  police  can  surely  correct  this  abuse. 

—Rear- Admiral  Coelho  Netto,  chief  of  staff  of 
llie  navy,  published  on  the  24th  an  address  to  the 
navy,  slating  that  he  had  been  ordered  by  President 
Floriano  Peixoto  lo  bail  Minister  Custodio  de 
Mello  as  the  chief  actor  in  Ihe  revolutionary  mo- 
vement of  November  23rd,  1891.  We  have  no 
objection  to  make  to  that,  for  we  suppose  that  the 
minister  of^he  navy  really  did  take  the  most  pro- 
minent part  in  that  movement.  What  we  should 
like  to  know  is  how  Rear-Admiral  Coelho  Netto 
received  the  order.  Does  the  president  give  orders 
directly  to  the  officers  of  the  army  and  navy  ? 

— On  the  26th  0  Tempo  very  properly  called 
attention  to  llie  tendency  of  llie  government  lo 
grant  military  rank  to  civilian  employe's  in  the 
departments  of  war  and  marine,  If  we  are  not 
mistaken  Admiral  Wandenkolk  originated  the  idea 
of  all  employes  of  the  navy  department  using  uni- 
forms, and  the  lowest  clerk  blossomed  out  into  a 
shoulder-strapped,  brass-buttoned  officer.  The 
clerks  in  the  war  department  are  to  have  military 
rank;  why  not  uniform  llie  Treasury  men  as 
national  guards,  the  post-office  clerks  as  firemen, 
etc.,  etc.,  and  make  Rio  one  great  museum  of 
more  or  less  glorious  lace  and  splendour  ?  There 
are  still  enough  "doctors  "  lo  provide  black  coats 
and  "stove-pipe  "  hats. 

—  The  23rd  was  observed  as  a  holiday  in  Rio, 
but  its  observation  was  not  altogether  a  success, 
and  next  year  it  will  probably  fall  into  oblivion. 
Tlie  police  force,  a  moderate  squadron  of  cavalry, 
aimed  with  carbines,  and  a  strong  battalion  ol  in- 
fantry paraded.  To  us  the  appearance  of  a  force 
intended  to  preserve  the  peace,  armed  precisely  as 
are  the  men  of  the  regular  army,  was  extremely 
distasteful,  and  no  less  was  the  appearance  of  the 
children  of  the  military  school,  also  organized  into 
a  battalion,  As  a  Brazilan  acquaintance  very  sen- 
sibly remarked,  "  Brazil  has  become  a  Germany  in 
America  I  "  A  torrential  rain  interfered  with  the 
fireworks,  elc.  at  night,  and  the  Rua  do  Ouvidor, 
although  illuminated,  was  nearly  deserted. 


—The  Poriiiguese  Royal  Mail  company  has  been 
granted  packet  privilege!  for  its  steamers, 

—On  Hit;  251I1  the  police  arrested  n  man  named 
Raux,  who  is  charged  with  being  implicated  in  the 
anarchist  society  plot, 

— The  SegW'&nca  brought  from  New  York  14 
boxes  with  notes  for  ihe  Treasury.  Nominal 
value  is  not  published, 

— The  recently  elected  municipal  council  has  not 
gol  lo  work  yet  and  it  members  are  already  quar. 
veiling.  The  papers  of  ihe  23rd  contain  a  protest 
against  the  temporary  president,  signed  by  12 
members  who  say  that  others  would  also  have 
signed  it  hail  they  been  present.  They  assert  that 
the  meeting  of  the  previous  day  degenerated  into 
pure  anarchy. 

—On  the  22nd  the  minister  of  agriculture  de- 
clared to  the  inspector  of  subsidized  navigation, 
thnt  the  charter  of  the  stv.  Ilendo,  by  ihe  United 
States  and  Urazil  Steamship  company,  to  replace 
the  sir.  Finance,  that  should  sad  on  the  9th  from 
New  York,  was  approved,  bul  that  ihe  payment  of 
the  subsidy  depended  upon  the  chartered  vessel 
fulfilling  the  conditions  of  the  contract. 

— A  grujio  of  23  citizens,  in  honor  ol  the  23rd  o 
November— "  peace  and  legality  "  we  presume — 
have  organized  a  club,  the  purposes  of  winch  ate 
"  to  serve  as  a  centre  for  the  convergence  of  the 
efforts  of  souls  truly  devoted  to  the  public  weal,  in 
order  to  'activate'  those  civic  stimulants  upon 
which  depend  the  prompt  consolidation  of  the 
republican  regimen."  Away!  glorious  23!  As 
Mr.  Pegotty  said :  "  We  can't  say  no  fairer  than 
tint." 

—  0  Tempo  says  lliat  a  policeman  on  duty  at  the 
house  where  it  is  supposed  Ihe  brutal  murder  of 
the  woman,  who  was  quartered,  occurred,  lied 
from  his  post  and  reported  that  he  had  distinctly 
heard  a  voice  from  the  empty  bouse  saying  "  Come 
in!  "  He  was  scared  hall  to  death.  The  lodgers 
on  the  first  floor  also  declare  that  curious  noises 
are  heard  at  night  in  the  empty  rooms.  For  aban- 
doning his  post  the  policeman  has  been  sentenced 
to  20  days  imprisonment. 

— The  Joinal  do  Commercio  continues  to  do 
pood  service  in  enlightening  the  public  on  the  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul  imbroglio.  The  statements  of 
Barilo  de  Santos  Abreu  published  on  the  22nd, 
con  firm  the  former  statements  of  Visconde  de 
Pelotas,  and  with  additional  strength  lor  it  is  de- 
clared thnt  Sr.  Santos  Abreu  is  not  a  militant 
politician— and  we  are  sorry  to  say— it  is  more 
than  suggested  that  this  gentleman's  money  was 
the  cause  of  his  persecution. 

—On  the  23rd  the  police  arresled  a  man,  who  is 
described  as  a  Spanish  engineer  and  named  Dr. 
Antonio  Fabio,  charged  with  being  the  leader  in 
the  recent  attempt  at  organizing  an  anarchist 
society  here.  The  suspect  was  arresled  at  Ilha 
Vjlanna  where  he  was  working  as  a  turner.  At  his 
examination  by  the  police  he  appears  to  have  been 
njther  insolent,  and  declared  his  admiration  for 
HaVicho]  &  Co,  We  presume  Dr.  Fabio  will  be 
granted  a  free  passage  back  to  his  native  land. 

'—Some  of  the  local  journals  were  quite  senti- 
mental over  llie  story  of  a  boy,  who  appeared  at 
the  Itamaraty  palace  on  the  23rd  and  related  bis 
story  to  President  Peixoto.  This  young  gentleman 
asked  lo  be  senl  back  to  Para,  which  he  said  was 
his  native  state,  or  to  be  entered  as  a  pupil  in  the 
military  school.  On  the  following  day  he  escaped 
from  the  house  of  an  officer  who  had  kindly  con- 
sented to  receive  him,  and  his  mother  appeared  at 
the  police  station  to  declare  that  the  young  rascal 
had  stolen  a  ring  from  her  and  run  away.  And 
now  the  sentimentality  is  all  spill! 

—According  to  the  local  press,  Mr.  Wicks,  of 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Walter,  Christiansen  &  Co,  of 
this  city,  and  a  member  of  the  Alpine  Club,  started 
lo  climb  the  Sugar  Loaf  on  ihe  21st  in  company 
with  three  cadets  from  llie  Military  Academy.
